Im m ed ia te M em bers o f H er F a m ily at 
H er lie d sid e . 
F remont (Ohio), June 25th.—Mrs. R. B. 
Hayes died this m orning at 6:30 o’clock. 
Mrs. Hayes passed a quiet night, sinking 
gradually until the hour of her death. 
At 
her bedside were members of the family, 
together with Mrs. Mitchell, a cousin ot 
General Hayes; Mrs. H untington, a cousin 
of Mrs. Hayes; Lucy Keeler, Mrs. A. H. 
Miller and the physicians. 
Mrs. H ayes’ maiden nam e was Lucy 
W are Webb. She was born August 28, 
1831, at Cbillicothe, Ohio, and was the 
youngest child and only daughter of Dr. 
Jam es Webb and Maria'Cook. 
H er grand­ 
father, Judge Isaac Cook, came from Con­ 
necticut in 1781, and all four of her great- 
grandiathers served in the Revolutionary 
war. 
H er father served in the war of 1812. 
Mrs. Hayes was m arried December 30, 
1852. 
At the breaking out of the Rebellion her 
husband entered the arm y, and from that 
time until the close ot the war her home 
was a refuge for wounded, sick and fur­ 
loughed soldiers going to or returning from 
the front. She spent two winters in camp 
with her husband in Virginia, and after 
the battle at South Mountain, where he 
was badly wounded, she hastened to and 
joined him at Middleton, Md., and later 
spent much tim e in the hospital near Fred­ 
erick City, Md. 
Since the retirem ent of her husband 
from public life she has been an ardently 
interested m em ber of the W om an's Relief 
Corps, and lias served during successive 
years as President of the W om an’s H om e 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church.

Besides the family and physicians 
there were present during her last hours 
Mrs. Mitchell of Columbus, a niece of Gen­ 
eral H ayes; Miss H untington of Moss 
Point, Miss Cousin, Mrs. Haves, Miss Lucy 
Keller, of this city, a cousin of General 
H ayes; Mrs. A. H. Miller, of this city, who 
is an intim ate friend of the family and has 
been constantly in attendance. 
During last evening Mrs. Hayes’ pastor. 
Rev. J. M. Mills, and Rev. C. E. Barnes, 
pastor of the Presbyterian Church, were 
there and were requested to hold services 
in the sick room. Only the family and 
attending physicians were present. After 
a short scripture reading brief prayers were 
odercd by both the ministers. 
The funeral will occur Friday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock trom the residence in Spiegel 
Grove. Complete arrangements have not 
yet been made. 
President McCabe of the Delaware U ni­ 
versity will be the officiating clergyman. 
President McCabe officiated at their m ar­ 
riage and also at their silver wedding anni­ 
versary.

"W hy are removals made so rapidly ?” 
“They are not made rapidly. T h e'daily 
changes going on in a city of 25,000 in­ 
habitants are many, and if our Postmasters 
were all put together in one city they would 


make a city of that size. There woul3 be 
deaths and resignations, necessary removals 
and expirations of terms of service that 
would naturally reqaire m anv hundreds of 
new appointments ¿-very week." 
"B ut there is a great deal of criticism be­ 
cause of removals.” 
“ \ es, it always has been so, and always 
will be so, until it becomes the custom of 
the Government to publish the actual rea­ 
sons for these changes. 
In ruauy instances 
they are upon inspectors’ reports, which if 
published would destroy the future of the 
man and leave a shadow upon his family. 
There has been often much criticism that 
it was sim ply because of the politics in ­ 
volved, when the sole cause of removal has 
been drunkenness, neglect of duty and 
clearly proven unfitness to hold the im ­ 
portant office of Postmaster. To allow a 
Postmaster to serve out a term who does 
not appear at his office more than once in 
several weeks or who sits at his business, 
several squares away, and manages the 
Postoffice with women and boys, has no 
m erit in it to win the approval of auv com­ 
m unity. 
It would seem to be better for the 
good of the people if these people would 
resign instead of waiting to have complaints 
lodged against them and then be removed 
by the Departm ent. People who draw pay 
from the Government ought to be com­ 
pelled to give faithful service or res’gn.aud 
if they do neither the D epartm ent will 
recom m endtheirreraoval.no m atter how 
m uch criticism and misapprehension of 
fact may be made.” 


T R O U B LE W IT H 
IN D IA N S. 


Spare file Rm l and Spoil tile C hild is 
T rue o f th e Ke«l Man. 
H elena (M. T.), June 25th.—News has 
just been received from Arlee, the principal 
town in the Fiathead reserve, that Sheriff 
Heyfron and a posse of Missoula county, 
who went to the reserve to arrest three In ­ 
dian murderers, are having a battle with 
the Indians, who refuse to give up the men 
wanted. Two Indians are reported to have 
been killed already. Agent Roman has called 
on the officer in command at Fort Mis­ 
soula for troops. 
But that official is wait­ 
ing orders from W ashington. Iu the m ean­ 
time a posse ot well-known citizens from 
Missoula, headed by Mayor Sloane. has 
been organized and is on its way to aid the 
Sheriff. The civil officers are determined 
to arrest the murderers, and as the Indians 
are determ ined not to give them np, seri­ 
ous trouble is feared. The couutry in the 
vicinity of the Flathead reserve is filling 
up so rapidly that there is now no difficulty 
for the Indians to get all the whisky they 
want, and the result has been for the past 
year m uch trouble. Chief Greas used to 
keep them in check with the whip, but 
there was so m uch talk of its brutality that 
Agent Roman caused its abandonment, 
since which time the Flatheads have been 
growing worse and worse. 
H e l e n a (M. T.), June 25th.—Sheriff Hey- 
fron, with a posse of ninety men, left Mis­ 
soula at noon for the Flathead Reservation, 
to make a second attem pt to arrest the In ­ 
dian murderers. 
Orders from the W ar D epartm ent author­ 
izes the calling out of troops from Fort 
Missoula, and at th e 1 request of Indian 
Agent Roman, two companies were dis­ 
patched by special train at 1 o'clock. 
It is 
thought the presence of troops will restore 
order and perm it the arrests to be made. 


SAM OAN 
TR E A TY . 


T h e C om m ission M ak es th e D ra fts in th e 
E n glish L an gu age. 


N e w Y’ o r k , June 25th.—W illiam W alter 
Phelps, Commissioner to the tíamoan Con­ 
ference, has arrived from Europe. He 
would say little concerning the treaty, ex­ 
cept that he thought it woukl please every­ 
body, and that when the Samoans read it 
they would erect a m onum ent to the Com­ 
missioners. 
" W e began the conference in French," 
said Mr. Pheips. 
“ Every mem ber present 
understood French, German and English, 
and we Americans proposed that we should 
carry on the conference in the English 
tongue. Six out of nine voted affirma­ 
tively, and it was done. Even the draft of 
the treaty was made out in English. We 
found that the terms were made more clear 
and explicit than if written in French. 
Therefore, this is the first tim e that an in ­ 
ternational conference has been carried on 
in the English tongue. 
We have estab­ 
lished a precedent, and 1 would not be sur­ 
prised if every future conference of the 
kind should be carried on in English. It 
is the language of the world.”

southeast point of Cape Choukolski, to the 
meridian of 172° west longitude; thence 
from the intersection of that meridian, in 
a southwesterly direction, so as to pass 
midway between the island of Attou and 
the copper island of the Kormandorski 
couplet or group in the north Pacific 
Ocean, to the meridian of 193° west longi­ 
tude.” 
Attou, it will be found, is the 
westernmost island of the Aleutian chain. 
If Russia did not by the definition of this 
line intend to convey to us marine terri­ 
tory over which she had for more than a 
century maintained her exclusive claim( 
then it is difficult to ascertain from lan­ 
guage its obvious intent. 
We should not, 
therefore, be either bullied or wheedled 
out of the claim to which we have, as 
grantee, succeeded. 
If we are by diplo­ 
matic methods defeated we will have no 
reason to complain of any but ourselves ; 
if we submit the question to arbitration 
we cannot resist if the judgment reached 
is against us, and we confess that the diffi­ 
culty of securing a perfectly impartial 
Board is such that we have reason to be 
much concerned. 
Until, then, we fail by 
diplomacy and firm adhesion to our rights 
to retire England from her claim, we 
should not think of arbitration, and until 
that is refused, we cannot even contem­ 
plate war. 


If there is truth in the report that Eng­ 
land is enlisting the support of European 
Powers in resistance to the claim of the 
United States to exclusive jurisdiction 
within the Behring Sea bounds that em­ 
brace the marine territory we purchased 
from Russia, then indeed there may be 
taken on by us some grave concern. 
This 
country cannot with honor, and without 
loss of a chief acquired right, yield tamely 
to any demand to permit indiscriminate 
seal fishing in the marine territory referred 
to. 
We must not be so radical, however, 
as to refuse to debate the issue with Great 
Britain. 
Submission to arbitration is sug­ 
gested. 
If we agree to this, we must of 
course be bound by the judgm ent; if we 
refuse, it will argue want of confidence in 
the justice of our claims. 
The arbitra­ 
tion proposition, therefore, puts us in a 
very peculiar position. 
We do not, how­ 
ever, believe that Great Britain—assum­ 
ing the report to be true—will secure any 
considerable ally support if she deter­ 
mines to contest our claim. 
The two Eng- 
glish-speaking nations should set a better 
example to the world than doing battle 
with each other over this dispute. 
Diplo­ 
macy ought to be equal to the settlement 
of the difficulty. 
In any event, we can­ 
not contemplate tvar ; since its fruits, if 
we were victorious, would not compensate 
us for its cost. 
It is probable, therefore, 
that if the rumored insistence of England 
is maintained, we will lie compelled to re­ 
sort to arbitration. 
If our bounding of the marine territory 
of the United States in the Behring Sea is 
defensible, as we believe it to be, we ought 
to be able to establish it before an impar­ 
tial tribunal. 
But Iiefore arbitration is re­ 
sorted to ordinary, even extraordinary 
diplomatic methods should be exhausted, 
and as yet they have not been, indeed they 
have scarcely been entered upon. 
The 
difficulty is that the European powers 
are supposed to outgeneral us in diplo­ 
macy, and there is reason to fear they 
might do so in the present contest. 
We have said that we believe the 
I nited States of America owns the Behr­ 
ing Sea north of the line of the Aleutian 
Islands, and east of a line running from 
their westernmost point direct to and 
through the middle of Behring Straits. 
The treaty describes this westernmost line 
clearly and specifically. 
For more than a 
hundred and twenty-five years Russia ex­ 
ercised jurisdiction over these waters, and 
her claim to them was never successfully 
disputed. 
England at one time attempted 
to treat with Russia to secure acknowledg­ 
ment that the waters were open, but failed 
When Mr. Adams was Secretary of State 
hs corresponded with Mr. Política, rep­ 
resenting Russia, upon this point, and it 
was then held, and the holding was not 
broken, that all the conditions of closed 
waters attached to Behring Sea. 
The 
I nited States and England, says Mr. 
Whitney, an authority on international 
law, by express treaties, recognizing Rus­ 
sian bounds and territory, made in 1S24 
and 1825, conceded that Russia, by discov­ 
ery, occupation and long-continued undis­ 
puted 
exercise 
of exclusive 
jurisdic­ 
tion, 
was 
fortified 
by 
right 
in 
the 
claim that Behring Sea was a closet! sea 
By the 
treaty of 1821 we consented 
to a ten years’ limitation to our privilege 
to fish and hunt seals in Behring Sea, thus 
clearly confessing Russia’s claim to the sea 
as inland waters owned by her. 
The next 
year England made a similar treaty, and 
in like manner refused to dispute Russia's 
claims to the sea north of the Aleutian 
chain. 
Russian territory at that time 
bounded Behring Sea on all sides, and thus 
the waters were hers “ by natural right,” 
as Mr. W hitney puts it. 
Our right was 
acquired from Russia, and whatever she 
possessed we purchased. 
The situation is 
not, therefore, changed with the change of 
ownership. 
It remains the same, with 
simply this difference, that an agreed line 
between Russian and American possession 
of Behring Sea is drawn upon the map. 
L et the reader turn to any fairlv elabo­ 
rated map, and he will find th at the m ain­ 
land of A laska and the line of the Aleu­ 
tian islands completely describe thesoutli 
ern and eastern boundaries of our pur­ 
chase— though, in fact, the south line runs 
below the islands and strikes the main 
land at Prince of W ales island. 
Now let 
him turn to the treaty of cession con­ 
cluded w ith Russia Ju n e 20, 1SC7 (E x­ 
ecutive Document, No. 36, Forty-first Con­ 
gress, third session.) and ascertain how 
Russia defined the west boundary ot the 
territory she sold to us. 
‘* The western 
lim it begins at a point in the center of 
Behring Straits on the parallel of 65° 30 
north latitude, at its intersection by the 
m eridian which passes midway between 
th e islands of K rusenstern, or Ignalook, 
and the island of RatmanofT, or Xoonar- 
book; the line runs thence due north into 
the A rctic Ocean w ithout lim it. 
Also* 
from the same point in the straits, in a 
course nearly southwest, through Behring 
Straits, and Jlehriv.g Sea, so as to pass 
midway between the northwest point of 
th e island of St. Lawrence, and 
the 


T he disposal of the nineteen Chinese 
who were smuggled into the country is 
troubling the authorities at Seattle. Three 
attempts have been made to return them 
to British territory, whence they c me, but 
in each case the Victoria authorities have 
resisted, on the ground that there can be 
no landing of these people until the $50 
capitation tax on each is paid. 
The 
United States authorities have now had 
these prisoners on hand for two years, and 
have for the third time returned them to 
the Federal Penitentiary. 
Under no cir­ 
cumstance should they be set at liberty 
until without our territory. 
Like singed 
rats, when at last freed they will serve as 
terrible examples to others of their kind 
who may contemplate attempts to defeat 
the laws of this country. 
These men were 
stealing into the United States, where 
they knew the laws forbade them to come. 
They accepted the “ chances ” and have 
failed. 
The thing to do Yvith them now is 
to put them on board of the next of our 
war ships that sails for the Chinese waters, 
and thus be rid of them. 


LETTER FROM RUMSEY. 


o f 
T h e H a rv e s t a n d 
F u tu re P ro s p e c ts 
C a p a y V alley. 
A correspondent writing from Rumsey, 
under date of June 23d, says; 
The harvest is tvell on, and the middle 
of July will see all the wheat cut and most 
of it thrashed. There is a better crop than 
for years, a ton to the acre being the aver­ 
age. 
Land that will raise a ton of wheat to 
the acre will produce trees. It is too bad 
that all the trees formerly planted here are 
of the late varieties and shy bearers. 
I do 
not believe there are a dozen of Royal apri­ 
cot trees in bearing in the valley, and they 
are poorly handled. I will send you some 
ripe table grapes about the 1st of July. 
T. I). Morin, of Rumsey, is picking 
blackberries. H e has but a sm all patch, 
but says it is turning him off better than 
$350 per acre. You see, even t wo acres will 
give a man a better income than mattv can 
secure in your cities, and he is "h is own 
boss.” The w riter of this was seeking a 
home years ago, and only wanted au op­ 
portunity such as is offered here, princi­ 
pally by the Capay Valley Land Company. 
This company has lots of as good land as 
the sun shines on, divided into sm all tracts, 
and are selling on time, 20 per cent, down 
and five years' tim e on balance at 7 per 
cent per annum . W hy there are not mure 
seekers ot good homes here is a m ystery to 
me. 
All the young orchards and vineyards set 
out last year are doing nicely, and I do not 
believe 100 trees will be lost. Right here 
let me say, Judge A. L. Rhodes has .SO 
acres at Guinda and has planted a few acres 
to organges, and those who pretend to be 
a judge say they never see orange trees do 
better any place. 
There is great talk now in this valley 
and with those who are interested directly 
or indirectiy in this valley, of lowering 
Clear Lake and opening up a big irrigation 
scheme for the benefit ot this valley. For 
berries or orange trees this is all well 
enough, but for the common run of trees 
and vines no irrigation is needed. 
About one month more and young quail 
will be large enough to kill;*and talk of 
quail, here is the place to find them . 
Tell 
your sports if they want to find some good 
shooting, to come litre and hunt the writer 
up, and if quail are too sm all or fly too 
fast, 1 can show them deer; and if this is 
too tame, I will guarantee to put them on a 
bear track, and then—go Dome.

C ontracts L et for Painting the School 
B uildings—Desks O rdered. 
A d adjourned meeting of the City Board 
of Education was held last evening to take 
action on the bids for painting the several 
school-hour.es, fences, the laying of patent 
sidewalks at Sixteenth and N streets, etc. 
A ll the members were present. 
The matter of the claim of C. A. Fiske, 
Jr., the electrician, for work performed at 
the High School, was taken up, and the 
sum, $25, allowed. 
Director Martin reported that he had en­ 
gaged the Metropolitan Theater for the 
High School graduating exercises on the 
evening of July 25th, with the privilege of 
rehearsing in the daytime. 
Director Skelton " reported that himself 
and Mr. Senatz bad visited the Seventh 
and G streets school and concluded that a 
new fence was necessary, and that the cost 
would be sixty cents per foot. 
The Building Committee was instructed 
to have the work done by H. Coates, the 
departm ent carpenter. 
The Board then took up the bids for 
painting. 
Director Martin moved that the lowest 
bidder in the aggregate be awarded the 
contract; seconded by Mr. Skelton. 
The motion was lost by a tie vote. 
Director Chipman then moved that the 
bid6 for the diBerent school-houses be 
taken up. and the contracts awarded sepa­ 
rately to the lowest bidder. So ordered, 
and bids were awarded as follows : 
Fourth and Q streets school-house—\V. 
H. Jennings, $299. 
Tenth and Q streets school-house—P. 
Nash, $230. 
Tenth and P streets school-house—P.

Twenty-seventh and J streets school- 
house—W. F. Bailey, $95. 
Sacramento Grammar School-house, Six­ 
teenth and J streets—P. Nash, $125.

On motion of Director Martin, it was or­ 
dered that all persons receiving contracts 
be required to give bunds in the amounts 
of their contracts for the faithful perform­ 
ance of their work in accordance with the 
specifications.

WITTENBROCKS HOPS. 
The M ebius-YVittenbroek Hop D eal Ue- 
sultn in a Law suit, 
Some weeks ago the Record-Union pub­ 
lished Henry W ittenbrock’s version of a 
transaction with L. Mebius & Co., of this 
city, in which the former claimed that he 
had been worsted. In November of 1886 
W ittenbrock delivered 451 bales of hops to 
Mebius & Co., the latter having agreed to 
ship the product to New York and there 
sell it for W ittenbrock at the best possible 
advantage. The latter has filed a com­ 
plaint against the firm, in which he states 
that it was also stipulated that Mebius & 
Co. should for their pains receive a com­ 
mission of one cent per pound, provided 
the hops (92,490 pounds in all) did not sell 
for more than 20 cents per pound. But if 
sold for more than 20 cents, then (he 
commission merchants would receive an 
additional 5 per cent, commission. Ac­ 
cording to W ittenbrock’s version of the 
transaction. Mebius & Co. sent the hops to 
New 5 ork, but did not sell the cargo until 
1889, at which time it was sold for 15 cents, 
realizing $13,873 50. Of this amount W it­ 
tenbrock claims he has only received 
$4.412 69 from the commission merchants, 
while according to his figuring he should 
have received over $9,000. after Mebius & 
Co.’s commission was deducted. 
W ittenbrock brought suit in the Superior 
Court yesterday for an accounting with 
Mebius & Co., with the view of compelling 
the latter to pay over what he believes be­ 
longs to him . 
ANOTHER SUSPECT. 


A n I n k n o w n M an W h o is T h o u g h t to b e 
Out* o f H aw es* S la y e rs. 
On yesterday Saeriff Weaver of Yolo 
passed through this city from Auburn on 
his way to Woodland, having in charge a 
man suspected of being the slayer of Milo 
Hawes, who was murdered a short dis­ 
tance from W ashington a couple of weeks 
ago. The prisoner was arrested at Auburn, 
on the day after the crime was committed, 
having been discovered on the brake-beam 
of a car as the train pulled into the station. 
His slnrt and outside garments were be 
smeared w ith b lo o d , there were wounds od 
the back of his bead and on one of his 
wrists, and both eyes were blackened from 
the eflects o í b lo w s received. 
At the time of the arrest the authorities 
at Auburn telegraphed a description of the 
man to the Sheriff of Yolo county, and in 
order that he might be held he was sen­ 
tenced to filteen days for vagrancy. His 
term having expired, Sherill Weaver 
brought him to this city yesterday en route 
to W oodland. 
W hile here he was re­ 
peatedly asked his named, but refused to 
give it. 
He said the different stories he 
had told the Auburn officers were false­ 
hoods. His battered condition when he 
reached Auburn, he said, was the result of 
a fight between himself and a man named 
M urphy in this city.

the Spring Races. 
Frequent reference has been made in 
these columns to the advantages to be de­ 
rived by Sacramento by contributing the 
necessary funds to secure the establishment 
of permanent spring races in this city, but 
it begins to look as if Sacramento will lose 
the prize. Stockton and other places want 
it, and the State Agricultural Society must 
soon take action in the matter. The fol­ 
lowing communication on the subject from 
K. F. sm ith, Secretary of the State Board, 
is quite to the point: 
S a c r a m e n to , June 25th. 
Eds. R e c o rd -I n io n : Induced solely by a pub­ 
lic spirit, 1 nave endeavored to permanently 
locate in Sacramento an additional pubhc occa­ 
sion that would be of as uearlv as much benefit 
to the city as the State Fair. Having the capac­ 
ity and opportunities, Sacramento is the best 
place on this coast for the holding of permanent 
spring race meetings, which, if properly man­ 
aged, and started on such a scale as would at 
once make them an attraction, they could, 1 am 
sure, be made an event of interest to the entire 
coast. I have personally devoted much time 
and no little work in trying to arrange the or­ 
ganization of this new enterprise, and have ex­ 
plained matters pertainingthereto, individually 
and collectively, to citizens who certainly have 
more interest at stake thau I. 
The Directors of the State Agricultural So­ 
ciety, being actuated in a like manner, have 
agreed to assume the management and conduct 
annually these meetings, in addition to which 
they have cousented to furnish one-half of the 
necessary money to start them, provided the 
other portion was subscritied by those who 
would derive the entire benefit from the estab­ 
lishment here of this enterprise. 1 have ob­ 
tained. individually, subscriptions amounting 
to 82,600 from enterprising individuals and firms 
in this city, who really recognize the advantage 
it would be to Sacramento to secure the perma­ 
nent location of a spring race meeting. There 
yet remains 82 500 to be raised, which amount 
need not be forthcoming until February 1.180?, 
and without which we cannot make the an­ 
nouncement.

Alt A lleged W ife-B eater, W hose Victim 
Refuses to Prosecute Him. 
The long-continued case of John Sinclair, 
charged with battery, was called in the 
Police Court yesterday, aud the defendant 
appeared and pleaded not guilty.

Judge Buckley also produced a letter 
which Mrs. Sinclair had seut him . It 
read : “ I positively refuse to prosecute 
my husband.” 
At this juncture the defendant told the 
Court that the case had better be dismissed. 
He knew bis wife would not prosecute hint, 
and he could not see how a conviction 
could be had. 
Judge Buckley seemed quite exasperated 
at such a state of affairs, and said: " I’ll 
not dismiss this case, and will hear all the 
testimony regarding it, if it possibly can be 
gotten.” 
Accordingly an attachment was issued 
for Mrs. Sinclair and the case will be heard 
to-day.

Judge liuekley A djourns His Court Un­ 
der Pressing Conditions. 
During the session of the Police Court 
yesterday there was an almost continuous 
noise coming from over the Court-room, in 
consequence of carpenters being engaged in 
putting In new beams beneath the immense 
tank. The hammering, etc., at times shook 
the building, and made almost every one 
in the room decidedly nervous. The Judge 
and other officials at times jum ped from 
their seats and started toward the door. 
This was tolerated for some time, but sud­ 
denly, just as sentence had been pro­ 
nounced on a prisoner, a terrible rumbling 
sound came from over the room, and the 
desks and chairs shook in an alarming 
manner. Judge Buckley was out of his 
chair in an instant, at the same time mak- 
iug for the door, saying as he w ent: 
“Gentlemen, this Court stands ad­ 
journed.” 
The spectators and officers in the room 
did not deem this order necessary, how­ 
ever, as every one was crowding out of the 
room as fast as possible. 
Judge Buckley was seen by a R ecord- 
U nion reporter, and stated he was alto­ 
gether of too nervous a disposition to sit in 
the room with such noises going on. He 
did not care to be in the room at all, in 
fact, and wanted it understood that just as 
soon as water was forced into the tank, 
even after the proposed carpentering work 
was done, he would refuse to hold Court iu 
the building. He had every reason to be­ 
lieve that even after the supposed work of 
strengthening the walls and tank had been 
completed the buildiDg could not be con­ 
sidered as safe. He thought a room should 
be rented for the purpose of holdittg Court, 
and yet he did not think it right to compel 
the officers and culprits to go into the old 
structure. 
City Attorney Church said he was only 
too glad that the Judge had adjourned the 
Court. “My wife,” said Mr. Church, "in­ 
sists that I shall not go into this building, 
and says that if necessary she will fix our 
house up and permit Court to be held 
there.”

AN EL DORADO LEPER. 
His D ead Body D ropped Into an A ban­ 
doned M ining Shaft. 
Speaking of lepers, a geutleman who at 
one time resided in El Dorado county says 
he knows of one Chinaman at least whose 
bones will never be returned to the “Flow­ 
ery Kingdom,” as is the custom of the Chi­ 
nese in this State. A Chinese leper lived 
for many years at Uuiontown, a short dis­ 
tance below Colonia. He was a most hid- 
eous-looking individual, bloated, discol­ 
ored and a perfect mass of putridity. The 
Chinese refused to associate with him and 
he lived alone in a deserted m iner’s cabin 
on the banks of the American. He was a 
curiosity to behold and few saw him save 
those who visited him in his lonely cabin 
out of curiosity and those who called and 
left him provisions at the door of his dom­ 
icile. His fingers fell off one by one, as did 
also his toes, and he said his entire body 
was dead, he Laving lost all sense of touch. 
One day it was noticed that he did not 
show up. No smoke curled out of his 
chimney and the whites who lived in the 
neighborhood came to the conclusion that 
Ah Foo was dead. A visit to the cabin re­ 
vealed the fact tbat the Celestial, tiring of 
life, had ended it by suicide, as his bloated 
carcass was suspended by the neck from a 
rafter. The Chinese in the neighborhood 
refused to touch the polluted body, and a 
man by the name of Cal Montgomery cut 
it down, rolled it upon a sled aud hauling 
it up the hillside to au abandoned mining 
shaft, dropped it in and the remains of the 
dead leper went tumbling down one hun­ 
dred feet.

CLOSED FOR SUMMER. 
The W om en's C hristian T em perance Un­ 
ion K indergarten H as a V ocation. 
The Kindergarten under the auspices of 
the W omen's Christian Temperance Un­ 
ion, in Perry’s Seminary building, closed 
on Tuesday last. The school has been un­ 
der the control of Miss May Bell of Oak­ 
dale, a graduate of the Chicago Free K in­ 
dergarten system, who has been ably 
assisted by Miss Nellie Dunlap of this city 
and Miss Steiner, aud in the early part of 
the term by Miss Bean, now conducting a 
kindergarten in Woodland. There have 
been accommodations tor forty pupils, aud 
a charming sight could be had any m orn­ 
ing as these bright little ones—boys and 
girls—from 3 to 7 years, marshaled by 
their teachers, applied themselves to their 
attractive tasks. 
The leading idea of the kindergarten sys­ 
tem is work and study in play or in pleas­ 
ant occupations, and by means of games, 
in which musical rhymes are suDg and by 
mimic following of trades and by other 
employments, such as perforating and sew­ 
ing, molding, paper folding, painting and 
pasting, fascinating to a child, it is uncon­ 
sciously led up to knowledge of number, 
iorm, color,etc., and, best of all, to habits of 
accurate observation and expression. 
The system followed in this kindergarten 
differs from others in that the gifts and oc­ 
cupations, as they are called, are founded 
on Bible statements, such as : “Let your 
light so shine,” “Consider the lilies,’’ “Be­ 
hold, a sower went forth to sow,” and 
moral and spiritual truths are impressed 
upon the minds of the children, together 
with the other lessons. This term of the 
school has proved a great success, and it is 
expected to reopen with the opening of the 
public schools in October. 
The management of the kindergarten has 
been under the W. C. T. U. by a Board of 
Managers, of which Mrs. S. E. Hesser was 
Chairman, Mrs. A. I. Moyer, Secretary, and 
Rev. Thomas Filben, Treasurer. The* man­ 
agement has been able, by the liberality of 
contributors, to meet the bills, and to close 
the term with a small surplus in the Treas­ 
ury. They desire through the columns of 
the R ecord-Union to thank all those who 
have assisted them by their contributions 
to the work.

To Enforce the Ftlucalional Right* of 
Children. 
[Approved March 28, 1874, Statutes 1873-4, 
Page 356.] 
Section 1. Every parent, guardian or other 
person in the State of California having con­ 
trol and charge of any child or children be­ 
tween the ages of 8 ami 14 years, shall be re­ 
quired to send any such child or children to the 
public school for a period of at least two-thirds 
of the time during which a public sc hool shall 
be taught in each city, or city and county, or 
school district, in each school year, commenc­ 
ing on the 1st day of July \.D 1874, at least 
twelve weeks ot which shall be consecutive, 
unless such child or children arc excused from 
such attendance by the Bourel of Education of 
the city, or city and county, or of the Trustees 
of the school district in which such parents or 
guardians or other for-ons reside, apon it being 
shown to their satisfaction that his or h-r bodily 
or mental condition has been such as to prevent 
attendance at school or application to study for 
the period required, or that the patents or 
guardians are extremely poor or sick, or that 
such child or children are taught in a private 
schoo1, or at home in such branches as are 
usually taught tn the primary schools in this 
State, or have already acquired a good kuowl- 
edge of such branches; provided in case a 
public school shall not be taught for three 
months during the year within one mile, by the 
nearest traveled road, of the residence of any 
person within the school district, he shall not 
be liable within the provisions of this Act.

F resno, June 2óth.—Superior Judge J. B. 
Campbell of Departm ent One to-day rend­ 
ered a decision infavoroflhe plaintiff in the 
celebrated Laguna Detache case, which has 
attiacted so much attention during the last 
six m onths. This suit was brought by Mrs. 
Charlotte A. Clarke, guardian of Jerem iah 
Clarke, who had been declared insane by 
the Court, to rescind a contract made be­ 
tween Jerem iah Clarke and Poly, Heil- 
br;.n & Co., whereby the latter were to 
lease a tract of land known as the Laguna 
Detache Grant and owned by Jerem iah 
Clarke, and for which they were to pay a 
yearly rental of $0,500. The contract also 
stipulated that at any tim e during the life 
of the lease the lessees could have the priv­ 
ilege of purchasing or selling said land, 
and in case of purchase by lessees the sum 
oí $30 per acre was fixed upon as the pur­ 
chasing price. 
After Jerem iah Ciarke had been declared 
insane by due process of law, and a guard­ 
ian appointed, Polv, Heilbron ifc Co. tend­ 
ered the money for the purchase of the 
tract at $30 per acre as per contract. Mrs. 
Clarke prom ptly refused to accept, and 
brought suit to annul the contract, claim ­ 
ing that Jerem iah Clarke was not sane and 
not capable of m aking a contract; also on 
the ground that the contract was unreason­ 
able and showed on its face that Jeremiah 
Clarke was non compos m entis at the time. 
This case began in December of last year 
and occupied three m ouths for hearing. 
By m utual consent of both parties a jury 
was waived, and the case left to Judge 
Campbell. 
In his decision the Court held that the 
contract was not a bond or agreement to 
sell. 
By the defendants paying rent as 
prescribed in the contract, they acknowl­ 
edge that it was a lease only. 
T hat con­ 
tract was unreasonable and could uot have 
been made by a person in his sound mind. 
T hat Jeremiah Clarke was actually insane 
at the time of the m aking of the contract. 
The Court orders th e contract annulled 
upon the plaintiff paying the sum of 
$154,400 for improvements on the property 
except the natural increase in the value of 
the land. 
The decision gives universal satisfaction, 
particularly to parties living on these lands 
as tenants, and to large num bers of out­ 
siders, who claim that Poly, Heilbron <fc Co. 
held riparian rights to all the waters of 
Kings river, and were a constant menace 
to all irrigation schemes in this section. 
People at the towns along the railroad be­ 
low here who are near and w ithin this 
grant are firing guns and having a jubilee 
to-night in honor of the decision.

W hen 
her sex was discovered she tried to escape, 
but she was taken by Leach to his house, 
where she was properly attended and 
kindly cared for. The girl, who is an or­ 
phan, tells a tale of hardships and m is­ 
treatm ent. 
She had worked at haying for six weeks, 
in this disguise, on the King ranch, near 
Bangor, after which she walked from place 
to place looking for work, finally getting a 
job from A. M. Leach, at lum bering. She 
is a stout blonde, handsom e and intelli­ 
gent, and claims she was driven to her 
wanderings by harsh treatm ent at the 
hands of those with whom she stopped. 
During all her wanderings she seems to 
have kept her own counsel, and behaved as 
a modest, well-raised boy of good morals. 
H er disguise appears to have been com­ 
plete and snccjstul until the final discovery 
of her sex. She has the sym pathy of the 
neighborhood. District A ttorney Forbes 
will take immediate steps to punish the 
parlies who report says have been so cruel 
to her. 
He has accum ulated evidence to 
w arrant him in having them at once ar­ 
rested. Those who reside at the H oncut 
are greatly excited over the matter.
